Robbed oa a Sleeping Car. 
From the New York Sun. 18th. 

When the morning express on the l'ennsyl- 
Vania road reached Jersey City from Philadel- 
phia at 6 1-2 o’clock ». in. yesterday, one of 
the passengers, Mr. L. M. Myers, informed Po- 
liceman Van Buskirk at the depot that he had 
lost a package containing 510, 800 in bank 
notes while in the cars. He said that he 
started from Atdanta, Ga., about a week ago, 
with $11,000, which he intended to use in this 
citv. He spent $2000n the way. When he 
left Philadelphia, with the remainder of the 
money in his possession, he obtained a berth 
ina Pullman sleeping car and went to bed. 
He awoke at New. Brunswick and found, to 
his consternation, that his money was gone. 
Hie made known his loss to the other pa:sen- 
gers, and they assisted him in making a thor- 
ough search of the train, but without finding 
the money. At Jersey City the police and the 
railroad ofticisls examined the cars, but dis- 
covered no trace of the missing money. 

Mr. Myers came over tothiscity and re- 
ported the robbery at the Police Central 
Office. Ile says he was unquestionably fol- 
lowed from his home in Augusta, Ga., where 
he is merchant, as noone ontheroad knew 
that he had so large an amount of monev with 
him. On retiring for the night Mr. Myers 
placed all of his clothing in tbe upper berth, 
leaving his watch in his vest and a small roll 
of bilis in his pocket. The $10,800 was in a 
small beg. This he placed under the sheet of 
the lower berth in the corner nearest the win- 
dow and placed his pillow directly over the 
bag. When he awoke the bag was gone, but his 
clothing, watch, and wallet in the upper 
berth were untouched. Mr. Myers tele- 
graphed at once to the Pennsylvania railroad 
detectives to meet bim at Jersey City, and 
also to one of Pinkerton’s men.

The Late Alien Daenzer Explains 
Himself, 


Had He Been a Voter He Would Have 
Been Forced into the United 
States Senate Dr. Pree- 
torius Talks. 


Mr. Daenzer, the editor of the Anzeiger, may 
not have very much wind to make up, but it 
can take him longer to come to a conclusion 
than any other white man between here and 
the sea-board. lle landed in St. Louis in 
1852, more or less, and set to work admiring 
the institutions of thecountry. The iove of 
free government and of the republican idea 
seethed and burned within his breast for 
twenty-eight sears until at last, on the 22d 
day of October, 1880, he threw

Many 
people were surprised that Mr. Daenzer was 
not already a citizen. It was known that he 
had taken ucontractfrom Providence to run 
this Western country, butit was reguded us 
strange that he would consent toreig a over na 
country without being of uw. The Post. Dis: Ar. u 
has Oh one or two Occasions Cevoted sume 01 
its valuable attentionto Mr. D., and witha 
view to securing a henring tor his side ot the 
story, areporter was sent down to the An- 
zeiger omMice yesterday evening with instruc 
tions to draw him out and get him to explain 
the reason that he took twenty-eight years to 
naiurajize himself, while the average foreigner 
only requires ve.

Douglass, of St. Louis, was re-elected treasur- 
er. George C. W. Belcher was re-elected sei- 
entific expert ot the association. 

Mr. Hedges then introauced the subject 
ot an otticial publication of the 
proceecing ofthe association.

The Litigation Over the Size of the Lady's 
Pedal Extremity Compromised. 


The litigation between Mrs. Clara Brady 
and her nusband, and the city, on account of 
injuries sustained by Mrs. Brady on the 
Twelfth street bridge on the night of Septem- 
ber 7, 1879, has been settled and ended. 


Mrs. Brady suedthe city for $15,600 and 
recovered a verdict betore Judge Boyle for 
¢1,000, on the 13th of last month. 
Mr. Brady also brougnt an actinn for 810. 
600 againstthecity, but the trial of bis case 
— =< Judge Lindley resulted ina verdict tor 
the city. 

Both cases were about to be 1 ＋ when 
City Counselor Beil propo that it Mrs. 
| Bragy would remit $440 of the amount recov- 

ered by her the city would pay the rematader 
of the judgment, $550, provided Mr. Brady 
withdrew bis appeal in tne case 
where hewas defeated. These terms were 
eecepted and carried into effect to-day. 

The trial ot the cases excited at the time 
considerable newspaper comment, the muin 
questicn being whether Mrs. Brady’s foot was 
as diminutive asthe bole in the bridge into 
which she claimed to have stepved. At the 
trial of her case, which came on first, her foot 
was measured by her counsel, Mr. Kinney, 
in the presence of the jury, and she recovered 
averdict, the jury evidently believing the 
aperture in the bridge to have been larger 
than the foot.

When the husband's case came 
on for trial Mr. Bell introduced

the bridge at the point where the «accident 
happened, the size of life, showing the hole in 
the bridge, ana it was found tbat Mrs. Brady’s 
foot was too large to go into the hole, «as thus 
represénted, andthe jury gave a verdict tor 
the defendant.

nue, December 20.—A part of thecrew 
ofthe bark Bristolian, wrecked at Anticosti

Me Wanted a Christmas Hospital Dinner 
Sick Babies and Bummers— 
Pauper Pills, Ete. 


It was 2 o’clock p. m. by the clock which 
bangs in the apartments in the City Hall de- 
voted by our city to the indigent sick. A 
Dispensary physician was there, the reporter 
was there, but nobody else in particular was 
there. Without the window and very near to 
it the city vagrant’s modest mansion rose— 
the loved but unlovely soup-house. Present- 
ly the east door of the Dispensary opened, and 
half a dozen haggard, feverish-looking men 
slidin, and, getting within range, eyed the 
doctor as thouch he were condensed ‘‘balm 
in Gilead“ himself. *‘One at a time,“ said 
‘he doctor. An old, haggard man, wasted by 
fever and consumption to about fiftv pounds 
weicht of unprotected bones, dragged his 


unwilling body in. Without family, friends 
or money, he was sent to the hospital. 

Next a boy of seventeen came briskly in 
with an eye like ascrambled egg. It had 
swelled untilit protruded. and protruded un- 
iil it burst. lie hadn’t realized that any- 
thing serious was the matter with it and was 


surprised to learn that it was alost eye. It 
was treated.
